The Scribes and the Pharisees then sought a sign, 
But Jesus well knowing their aim and design 
Rebuking them said, “The wicked and bad 
Are seeking for that they’ve already had. 


“But one sign I give you, as Jonah of old, 

Lay in the whale’s belly three days we are told, 
So shall I likewise from these scenes depart, 
And be three days in mother earth’s heart. 
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“But the men of Nineveh shall be seen 
To rise in judgment with the southern queen, 

For they believed with much less proof 
Than ye that hold yourselves aloof. 

“When the unclean spirit comes out of a man, 

He walketh abroad, to find rest, if he can, 

But finding none, reenters the same house (or place) 
And finds it all garnished and more to his taste. 


“Then finding - other spirits more settled in sin 
He opens the doors, inviting them in; 

With each spirit added, more wicked they grew 
The man became worse, so be it with you.” 


While He yet talked to the people, behold ! 

His mother and brethren stood without, He was told, 
Desiring to speak to Him, it was said, 

Then turning to them who told him, He said,— 




“Who is is my mother? And who are they 
Who claim to be my brethren, I say?”

In parables, to condemn, 

His disciples were anxious, and asked Him why 
He had spoken thus unto them ? 


He answered, “Because ye know the deep truths 
Respecting the Kingdom of Heaven ; 

But unto these, (the Pharisees,) 

Such knowledge has not been given. 
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“For he who hath, to him shall be given 
(Opportunities) abundantly more; 

But to him who hath not, from him shall be taken 
What he seemeth to have had before. 

“Therefore I speak as I do unto them, 

Yet they will never believe, 

As Esaias foretold in prophesies old 
Saying, ‘ They shall not perceive’. 


“For this people’s hearts have waxed gross and cold, 
Their ears and eyes, dull and dim, 

Lest they, hearing, and seeing the Son of man, 

Be converted and healed by Him. 


‘ * But blessed are your eyes and ears, 

For you have seen and heard ; 

And many there be, as anxious as ye, 
Who have never received the word. 
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“ Hear ye therefore the parable of 

The sower, who went forth to sow 
The way side seed; he that took no heed, 

Its virtues did not know. 

“ The seed that is found on the stony ground 
Is he whose ways have been mended ; 

But when troubles arise, and sacrifice, 
Immediately becomes offended. 


'‘And he that receiveth the seed among thorns 
Is he who heareth the word ; 

But being deceived with the wealth of the world, 
Does not heed the things he has heard. 


“But he who receiveth the seed in good ground, 
Is he who followeth Me ; 

He beareth fruits of righteousness 

And. the Kingdom of Heaven shall see.

“The Kingdom of Heaven is like to a man, 

Who sowed good seed in his field, 

His labor well spent, he felt content 
Expecting a bounteous yield. 

“But whilst he slept, his enemy crept 
Into his field unawares, 

And there he strewed with the wheat that grew, 
The cumbersome, poisonous tares. 


“The wheat and the tares, grew side by side, 
(No doubt deceiving some,) 

Thus going to show that evil will grow 
With the good till the judgment come. 


“ But when the lord of the field shall find 
The wheat and the tares together, 

The wheat will be gathered into the barn 
But the tares will burn and wither.”

Then put He the parable of the mustard seed, 
Though the smallest of seed it be, 

When it grows, becomes the greatest of herbs, 

A beautiful spreading tree. 

“Though the Gospel of Christ began with a babe, 
Who in a manger lay, 

Its branches have spread from that humble bed 
Through the big round world of to-da}’. 


“Like the leaven the woman hid in the meal, 
The spirit is hid in the soul, 

As the leaven affects the whole of the loaf 
Will the spirit the body control.” 


These things spake He that all might see 
The fulfillment of prophecies old, 

Saying, “I’ll open my mouth and utter things 
Which never have been told.” 


( U2) 
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Then Jesus passing - into the house, 

Having’ sent the people away, 

His disciples inquired, of the field and the tares 
Saying, “Tell this unto us, we pray.” 

He answered and said, “He that soweth good seed 
Is the Son of man, this you must know ; 

The field is the world, the good seed are those 
Whom the Son of man came to sow. 


“The tares are the children of the wicked one 
The devil, he who sowed the seed. 

The harvest is the end of the world,” said He, 
“And the reapers are angels indeed. 


“As the tares are gathered and burned in the fire, 
So shall it be in the end; 

The Son shall send his angels forth 
And gather all things that offend, 



“And shall east them into a furnace of fire, 

And there shall be wailing indeed; 

Then shall the righteous shine forth as the sun; 
Let him that heareth take heed. 

“The Kingdom of Heaven is like wealth in a field, 
The which when a man hath found 
He hideth, and selleth all else he hath 
To buy that one piece of ground. 


“Or like to a merchantman seeking for pearls, 
When one of great price he had found, 
Exchanged all else that he had for it. 

Though with wealth he did abound. 


“Again, the Kingdom of Heaven is like 
A net east into the sea, 

It gathers all, both great and small, 

But they divided shall be. 
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“So shall it be at the end of the world; 

The angels"will divide 
The wicked from among the good, 

And wailings shall then betide.” 

Then Jesus asked if they understood ; 

And they said, “Yea, Lord, we do.” 

“Every scribe,” said He, “in the Kingdom of Heaven 
Should ever prove faithful and true. 


“For he is instructed unto his work, 

Like a man in his own household, 

And bringeth forth out of his treasure there 
Both things that are new and old.” 


And when done speaking in parables here, 

The Savior departed thence, 

And spake in the temples of neighbors, but they 
Seemed to take some offence. 



'“Is not this (our neighbor) the carpenter’s son?’ 

They inquired of one another; 

“Are not his brothers and sisters with us? 

And is not Mary his mother?” 

And this we will see, wherever we be, 

In whatever country we roam, 

“A prophet is not without honor,” He said, 
“Save in his own country and home.” 

He did not many mighty works 
Because of their behavior; 

Thus bigotry doth oft refuse 
To recocrnize the Savior.

It covers about an acre. The wall of Jerusalem can be seen in the background.
